$800,000 
over the am ount sent out at 
the 
beginning of the school year 
in 
1933, when the checks

of state sales tax collections 
and 
represent the am ount in the dis­ 
tributive school fund, which is a 
third of the money in the general 
revenue fund.

young Chinese girls, 
who 
roped 
themselves together and leapt in­ 
fo the sea from the wall of Hwe­ 
ian, died as martyrs to one of the 
, world’s most 
fantastic 
marriage 
customs. 
It is enforced only 
in 
this Fukien coastal 
city, 
where 
brides for centuries have been for­ 
bidden permanent residence with 
fheir husbands 
until 
after 
the 
birth of a child. 
Only on the “Festival of Tsih 
Chao” on the seventh day of the 
Seventh Moon, when two legend­ 
ary Chinese lovers cross the Milky 
Way for their annual reunion, are 
childless wives permitted reunion 
with their husbands. 
Throughout the year, wives are 
separated from their mates. They 
continue to live in the homes 
in 
which they were born. Year after 
year, even until death perhaps, if 
Kuan Ying, Chinese equivalent of 
the stork, be unkind, they live on 
with their parents, the 
husband 
with his. 
The suicide pact in which these 
nine girls sought release from the 
bondage of this 
weird 
tradition 
was the first in fifteen years, but 
it was nothing nnew to the Hweia- 
nese. 
For 
centuries 
the 
youth 
of 
Hweian has rebelled 
periodically 
against the custom. 
But age, 
in 
China, is power and every revolt 
has been sternly suppressed. 
The last similar 
suicide 
pact 
was several decades ago. Accord­ 
ing to one of the oldest residents 
of Hweian, 16 girl brides filed the 
ultimate protest a/ainst this un­ 
natural custom by diving together 
in a leap from the same wall 
to 
the same spot of the sea-washed 
rocks. 
Of the nine girls who died 
to- 
gether in this last tragedy, seven 
were blood 
sisters 
and cousins. 
They made elaborate preparations 
for carrying out the fateful pact. 
Each made herself a new 
dress, 
all of the same material, the same 
cut, the same color. 
Stealing iur- 
tivcly out of their homes at night, 
they 
met 
in 
the moon-thrown 
shadows of the cjty’s North Gate 
There they donned 
their 
death 
robes. 
Climbing to the top of the 
de­ 
serted city wall the nine 
bound 
themselves 
together 
with 
rope, 
liny looped the line about 
their 
waists. 
They lashed their wrists 
cue to the other and bound their 
ankles together with a chsaxL- 
The next morning their Hbaiie.r- 
ed bodies, pounded 
by the surf, 
were discovered on 
the 
jagged 
rocks below the wall. 
China has progressed rapidly to­ 


wards that freedom and personal 
independence of the western world 
in the fifteen years since the last 
m artyrs to Hweian’s cruel tradi­ 
tion died. 
The death pact leap of 
the nine childless brides may break 
this tradition of centuries. 
For the Tangpu, local branch of 
the Kuomintang, China’s national 
party, takes a grave view of the 
tragedy. 
It 
has 
instructed 
th« 
city magistrate 
to 
employ 
all 
means to combat ancient custom 
of separating married couples. It 
was suggested by the Tangpu that 
strict punishment be meted out to 
the parents of the girls who figur­ 
ed in the suicide pact, as an ex­ 
ample against continued observ­ 
ance of tradition.

vey of the need each month, tries 
to take into consideration all the 
matters involved, and then 
di­ 
vides among the counties the sum 
that comes to Missouri from the 
relief administration at Washing­ 
ton. 
Having made the 
division, 
the allotment of one county can­ 
not be increased without a corre­ 
sponding 
decrease 
somewhere 
else. 
It therefore follows that with a 
ce rtain fixed amount 
of 
money 
available for the needy in Madi­ 
son county, any amount spent fot 
fuel means a decreased amount 
that can be spent for food. 
The 
average amount that goes to a re­ 
lief family per week is only about 
$2.50. 
If that family gets a load 
of wood out of that amount, the 
food must be decreased. 
While some of the unemployed 
are making arrangements for their 
fuel, a very large number are do­ 
ing nothing in that direction. 
When the snow falls and 
the 
temperature drops to zero, there 
will be plenty of calls 
for fuel. 
When the fuel is paid out of the 
individual’s direct or work relief 
I allotment, there will be a terrible 
protest, but nothing can be done 
about it. 
Unemployed men had better get 
out into the country and make ar­ 
rangements with 
landowners 
to 
cut wood on the shares. Land may 
yet be cleared for the wood on it. 
Such a wood supply may be somc- 
distance out of town, but it is bet­ 
ter to go several miles now than 
to freeze this winter. 
Arrange­ 
ments may be made, we are sure, 
with trucks for hauling the wood 
on shares. 
Government funds will 
here­ 
after, according to the relief ad­ 
m inistration at Washington, 
be 
hard to obtain by those who do 
not put forth every effort to help 
t h e m s e l ves, — Fredericktown 
Democrat.

Tame 
hay production on the latest fig­ 
ures indicates only 1,369,000 tons 
of all tame hay varieties combin­ 
ed against 2,547,000 tons in 1933 
and a 5-year average of 3,150,000 
tons for Missouri, During the past 
four years, the acreage of clover 
and timothy has been 
declining 
because of the unfavorable sea­ 
sons for seeding grass of all kinds 
Both the acreage and the produc­ 
tion has been gradually receding. 
The national production of tame 
hay was recently forecast at 49,- 
018.000 tons 
against 
65,983,000 
last year and a 5-year average of 
72.250.000 tons, according to E. 
A. 
Logan, 
Senior 
Agricultural 
Statistician of the U. S. Bureau ot 
Agricultural Economics. 
The se­ 
vere drouth has 
cut down 
the 
production and has been worst in 
those States which are ordinarily 
heavy producers of hay crops. 
Missouri alfalfa production was
